HOW MUCH THE PEOPLE PAY FOR WHAT 


THBT DOM'T GET. 


A reporter of the Cincinnati Commercial 


has been interviewing an old resident o. 
that city, who bos for many years given 
attention to the impositions practiced up- 
DU the people, particularly the poor vu > 
buy at retail habitually, in the use of dry 
measures sbor£*of the standard. Our Seal- 
er of "Weights and Measures should look 
to it that no such charges be brought in 
this city. The poor people who buy a 
juart, peck or bushel ot beans, peas, pota- 
toes, apples or cranbemeb, utrawbernes, or 
anything sold by the quart, peek or bushel, 
•ays the Cmnmerctal, are perhaps of the 
opinion that they get f.ur measure wlteth- 
er they get their money's worth or not. 
As a rule they are mistaken. "Wo had 
;his conversation with an old citizen on 
the subject of dry measures:
